Using the mails in the marketing 
of dogs by mail order, in connection 
with which Arthur E. Humphreys of 
of Tower Hill, Shelby Coun- 
ty, Ill, was convicted of fraud 
Wednesday by®,a jury in the 
Federal Court at East St. Louis. 
seems to have been a lucrative busi- 
nese for Humphreys, as he declared 
he sold nearly 2500 dogs in the last 
five years by this method, at prices 
ranging: from $5 to $100 each. 

The mail order -business in dogs is 
not a new departure in Southern IIli- 


nois, for just three years ago Clar- 
ence F. Smith of Altamont was sen- 
tenced to three years in prison and 
fined $250 when his method of doing 
business in canine pets by mail was 
investigated by a’ Federal grand 
jury. 

While Humphreys has been con. 
v.cted to the satisfaction of postof- 
fice inspectors, some of his custom- 
ers have learned the costly lesson 
that it is the better part of prudence 
not to buy animals, especially dogs, 
by mail, “sight unseen.” 

Testimony of Purchaser. 

Among those who testified against 
Humphreys was H. B. Lingo, Mount 
Victory, O., who saw Humphreys’ 
advertisement in a periodical de- 
voted to sports. Humphreys oper- 
ated at Tower Hill what he termed 
the ‘‘Westminster Kennels, Home of 
Quality.” This sounded plausible to 
lingo, who wanted a fur hounl, 
and he sent Humphreys $90 for such 
a& pup. 

Humphreys shipped Lingo a black 
and tan named Nell, Which he 
described as ‘‘positively a first- 
class fur dog.” -‘‘Nell will please you 
after she gets fully acquainted with 
her new surroundings’ the letter 
added. 

Lingo said that when he took 
Nell out to tree a coon, she behaved 
as though bored and took no inter- 
est in the sporting adventures. He 


what is termed in the parlance of 
dog fanciers a wooden ear, that is 
to say, she was deaf, and, worst of 
all, she did not possess a musical 
voice, which is a requisite of dogs 
trained to hunt fur-bearing animals, 

Lingo testified that he returned 
the dog and Humphreys refused to 
refund his money, as promised in a 
letter. 


Dog Died Within -24 Hours. 


Another victim of Humpnreys was 
H. A. Steffler, Milford, Ind. A dog 
died 24 hours affer arriving at Mil- 
ford, and a second dog shipped by 
Humphreys was not a rabbit hound, 
such as Steffler had ordered. 

Fk. W. Zerull of Huntington, Ind., 
answered Humphreys’ advertisement 
of “cracker-jack rabbit hounds” 
and received a houndethat took no 
interest in rabbits. -He exchanged it 
with Humphrey# for another hound, 
Which had all the earmarks of be- 
ing the real thing. 

Zerull’s testimony was that he 
took this dog out where rabbits were 
plentiful,when there was a flurry 
of snow. Rabbits were jumping up 
all around Zerull, but the hound be- 
haved as though afraid of Zerull's 
gun. The dog remained close to or 
behind Zerull, keeping well out of 
the line of fire. 

Finally, in disgust, Zerujl seized 
the hound by the nape of the neck 
and hurled him at a rabbit that 
jumped out of some brush at his feet. 
It was an accurate pitch, as the 
hound landed squarely on the rabbit, 
emitted a yelp of fright, disentan- 
gled himself from bunny and fled. 

Testimony for Humphreys. 

There were several! character wit- 
nesses for Humphreys, and one of 
them _ testified he had purchased 
about “two hundred” dogs from 
Humphreys that were exactly as 
represented. Humphreys testified 
that the whole trouble was that the 
complainants did not know how to 
handle dogs. 

The case of Humphreys recalls 
that of Smith, in which the latter 
Was convicted. CC. V. Farley, Peru, 
Ind., wrote for a coon dog, and re- 
ceived the following classic descrip- 
tion of the kind of stock Smith had

Flames Sweep Half Square

The property damage is estimated

Thousands of homeless families 
spent the night on, the beaches.

valued at from $15,000 to. $25,000 
each; 75 bungalows, valued at $5000 
each, and 15 hotels and boarding 
houses valued at $40,000 to $50,000 
each, were destroyed. 

Seven engine companies sent from 
New York aided the various fire- 
fighting companies from beach re- 
sorts. 

One hundred and fifty children in 
Israel Orphan Asylum were marched 
from the building as flames ficked 
its walls. They were housed in a 
hotel outside the fire area. The or- 
phanage was destroyed. 

A ravine lies in a narrow part 
of the Rockaway peninsula and 
stretches across from Jamaica Bay 
to the sea. The blaze, believed ts 
have started in Hotel Northless, 
spread to a little wooden bungalow 
on the bay side and destroyed sev- 
eral boarding houses. Fireboata, 
sent from New York, fought the fire 
from the bay. 

After three hours the blaze was 
reported under control.. The. blaze 
presented a spectacle that attractdéd: 
thousands and many of these assist- 
ed firemen and residents in removing 
household goods. An entire section 
of small bungalows was dynamited 
in an attempt to arrest the flames 
and several firemen were hurt in 
this operation. 

Tents and improvised. shelters 
were pitched on the beach and. oc- 
cupied for the night by hundreds 
whose homes were burned. 

Service wires from the lighting 
plant that furnished power for Ar- 
verne and nearby resorts were 
burned and the section was without 
light.

“Of the lands tirrigable from the 
development proposed, 166,900 irri- 
gable acres are public lands in Cal- 
ifornia,’’ he wrote, “and these would 
be opened with preference rights to 
former soldiers. - Such a reservoir 
would develop about 700,000 firm 
turbine horsepower and would have 
an important relation on the con- 
servation of the oll and coal.supply 
of the nation.”

The only complaint was 
that some of them left the camp as 
early as 3 p. m. and then the cold 
wind blowing up from the glacier 
drove us into the tent until the next 
morning, uncheered by the warm 
sun. The weather had unmistakably 
changed. We again traversed the 
snow and, looking into Kamama 
Valley now saw a cloud sea bolling 
up from the southeast. Considering 
how much depended on porters, we 
tried to make their.work from North 
Col as light as possible. On the six- 
teenth they rested. On the seven- 
teenth each ,one carried up 30 
pounds by eaty stages, appearing to 
accomplish the task without being 
unduly exhausted.

LONDON, June 16. 
HE following is a summary 
of the provisions of the 
Irish Constitution: 

Article 1. The Irish Free State 
(Saorstat Eireann) is a co-equal 
member of the community of 
nations forming the _ British 
Commonwealth of British na- 
tions, 

Article 2. All the poyers of 
the Government and all author- 
ity, legislative, executive and 
judicial, are derived from the 
people and the same ehall be 
exercised in the Irish Free Siate 
through organizations estab- 
lished by or under and in ac- 
cord with this Constitution. 

Article 3. Citizens of the state 
shall be all persons domiciled in 
Ireland at the time the Consti- 
tution comes into operation who 
were born in Ireland or either 
of whose parents was born in 
Ireland, or who have been dom- 
iciled in the free state for sev- 
en years. Resident citizens of 
other states may elect not to ac- 
cept such citizenship. 


Article 4. The national 
guage will be the 
guage, but English will be equal- 
ly recognized as the official lan- 
guage.

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How to Look Your Best 
For June Events 


rr ~~. Simple Rules for Beautifying the 
Complexion and Hair.

EDDINGS, garden parties, out- 
W door festivais of all kinds— 

June is the month for all ot 
them. If there is ever a time in the 
course of the entire year when you 
want to look your best, it is certainly 
this gala month. If this month does 
not contain that one big momentous 
event in your life, your own wed- 
ding, you will certainly be an al- 
tendant or bridesmaid at the wed- 
ding of one of your friends, or at 
least you are going to some sort of 
a garden party or a June festival 

For these occasions I am going 
to whisper a few beauty secrets in 
your ear so that when you are ar- 
rayed in all of your June finery there 
will be nothing to spoil the effect 
and you will certainly be a PER- 
FECT PICTURE. 

First let us consider your hair. If 
it is bobbed you will either put it 
up on curlers or have a marcel. But 
if it is long it is necessary to have 
it shampooed a few days before ths 
occasion. Then it will not be 650 
soft as not to stay in place and yet 
will be clean and fluffy enough to 
make into any becoming style. 
Brush the hair thoroughly, air it, 
and if you are one of those fortu- 
nate people who have naturally curly 
hair you need not think any more 
about it. If your hair takes a srl 
readily, just slightly moistening and 
putting up small strands on curlers 
during the time thut you are treat 
ing the face and neck is usually suf- 
ficient time to have the hair come 
out in a beautiful wave. 


After you have disposed of the 
hair on curlers, put a soft band of 
cheese cloth across the top of the 
head and around the hair line, with 
the hair well brushed away from 
the face, so that none of the prep- 
arations you put on the face will 
get into the hair. Be sure and choose 
your most comfortable kimona or 
other loose lounging robe so that as 
goon as you place on the treatment 
you will be free to lie down for 
at least one-half hour. Allow noth- 
ing to distract you during the time 
you have the preparation on your 
face. This is extremely important. 

Now you are ready for a good 
cleansing. Go over the entire face, 
neck and hands with warm water 
and a mild soap. In fact, enjoy a 
good scrubbing. After this rinse the 
face in warm water. Then take hut 
water, steep a cloth in it, ring out 
and hold on the neck and face for 
a second. This opens the pores so 
that they are ready to receive the 
following treatment: 

There is a very simple beauty mask 
that can be made and has been used 
by many famous beauties the world 
over.

and removes little wrinkles; in fact, 
it is a wonderful beautifier and best 
of all it is extremely inexpensive and 
within the reach of every one. Take 
a good fresh egg. Separate it and 
retain the white. Put this in a 
large enough container so that you 
can slightly whip it with a fork. 
Squeeze into this the juice of a lem- 
on, beating the while. The lemon 
will cut the egg. Beat just long 
enough to make it slightly frothy. 

After the hot towel has been held 
on the face for a moment, entirely 
cover the face and neck with chis 
preparation, rubbing well in. This 
must be allowed to dry on the face. 

The object of a beauty mask 14 
two-fold. It stops the pores up with 
a cleansing agent, which brings the 
circulation to the face, and when the 
beauty mask is removed, skin im- 
purities are removed with it. But ‘t 
also holds the face in a mask and 
if the face is allowed to relax dur- 
ing the time the mask is settling, :t 
helps to take out the taut look from 
the face and leaves the face with 4 
very youthful appearance because 
the tired look and fatigued lines dis- 
appear. Remember, old age and fa- 
tigue have a tendency to give the 
face a downward droop. So in ap- 
plying the mask use an upward 
stroke, so that, as it settles, you will 
overcome this condition. Take ad- 
vantage at this time to place some 
soothing, whitening lotion on the 
hands and arms and don’t forget the 
elbow. I have already given you 
many of them. 


After you are through applying the 


mask the hands should be greased | 
and a pair of loose gloves slipped on. | 


Now you are ready for your beauty 
rest. During this period you should 
do no reading, as the eyes need care 
as well. Now lie down perfectly fiat 
with no pillow under your head. Dis- 
pense with all distracting thoughts 
and just let every muscle in the face 
and body relax. Maintain this posi- 
tion until the face mask has com- 
pletely dried. ‘This varies to a cer- 
tain degree. When the tight-drawn 
senszati becomes uncomfortable it 
is time remove the mask, which 
is easily done with a little warm 
water. 


After the face mask is removed if 
the face is dry and sensitive a little 
soothing lotion or cold cream may be 
applied. Then all traces of this 
should be removed and the final 
freshening. consist of good ice cold 
water to which a drop or two of 
benzoin have been added, or, better 
yet, a piece of ice rubbed over the 
entire face and neck. Results should 
be extremely gratifying. The face 
is now ready for a dusting of pow- 
der, which should be evenly applied

Escalloped Beets. 

Boil, peel and chop a bunch of 
beets. Make a rich cream sauce, 
“bout two cupfuls, and put in the 
beets and two hard-boiled eggs 
which have been put through the 
ricer. Add two tablespoonfuls of 
very dry crumbs. Fill buttered rame- 
king with the mixture, sprinkle the 
tops with grated American or En- 
lish sharp cheese and bake as usual 

Beet and Sole Salad. 

Boll, peel and dice a bunch of 
beets. Take two large filets of sole 
boil them for 10 minutes, cool and 
fiake them, and mix them with the 
beet, then add a small cupful of 
chopped celery. a tablespoonful of 
washed capera, the juice of a large 
onion, and a quarter-cupful of well- 
seasoned French dressing.
